In view of the fact that several cases 


of typhoid fever have occurred in or 
near the city and that the matter has 
been discussed at a recent meeting 
of the Decatur Medical society and a

THE SPECIFIC GKRM. 


The researches 
of Eberlh, Koch, 


ttaffky, and others have shown that 
there is a specific micro-organism con- 
stantly associated with typhoid fever. 
Outside the body the organisms retain 
their vitality for weeks in water and 
In milk they undergo rapid dcvelop- 


ment without changing the appearance 
of Ihe milk. 
They may increase in 


the soil and retain their vitality for 
months. 
They are not killed by freez- 


ing, but may live in ice for months. 


MODICS OF CONVKYANCK. 


While the possibility ol the direct 


transmission through the air from one 
person to another must he acknowledg- 
ed, the nurses and attendants who base 
to care for the patient are alone liable 
to this form of infection, and piobably 
not one case in 1,000 originates in this 
manner. 


INFECTION OF WATER. 


Infection of water is unquestionably 


the most common mode of conveyance. 
Many epidemics have been shown to 
originate in the contamination of a 
well or spring. 
A very striking one 


occurred at Plymouth, Pa., in 1SS5. The 
town will, a population of S.OOO, was in ^ 
part supplied w i t h drinking water from 
jn 


a reservoir fed by a mountain stream. 
During January, February and March, 
n a cottage by the side of and at a dis- 
anee of approximately eighty foot from 
this stream, a man was sick wil.li the 
typhoid fever.

the habit of throwing out the evacu- 


ations upon the ground toward the 


earn. 
The ground at the time was 


trny.cn and covered with snow.

the latl'i- part of March and early In 
April there was considerable rainfall 
and a thaw in which a large part of the 
three, months' 
accumulation

charges was washed into the brook not 
over eighty fet distant. 
About the 


tenth of April cason of typhoid fever 
broke out in the lown, appearing for a 
time at the rate of fifty a day. 
In all 


about 1,200 people were affected and an 
immense majority of the cases wore 
in the part of the town which received 
water from the infected 
reservoir. 


INFECTION OF FOOD. 


Milk may be the source of infection. 


One of the most thoroughly studied 
epidemic^ due to this cause was inves- 
tigated by Ballard in Islington, Kng- 
and. 
The milk may bo contaminated 


ay infected watet used In cleansing the 
cans. 
In addition to milk the germs 


may be carried in Ice, vegetables of 
various sorts which have been washed 
with infected water.

carry contamination from soiled linen 
to food.

be the carrying agent of the disease. 


Filth, bad sewers, or cesspools can 


not in themselves cause typhoid fever, 


but they furnish the com! tions suita- 
ble for the. preservation of the germ 
and possiblj for Us propagation.

Away back in the days of the French 


occupation the culture of flax was a 
very important item among the indus- 
tries of the Illinois country. The Jesuit 
historians 
speak 
of 
the prominent 


place flax; held among the products of 
the American Bottoms. After the con- 
quest 
of 
Illinois by Georse Rogers 


Clark and the subsequent immigration 
of American settlers fiom the older 
states, flax continued to be cultivated 
by 
them and it was used to supply 


their summer clothing and thread for 
the busy housewives. Old settlers will 
be inteiested In a desciiplion given of 
the methods employed in the treatment 
of flax given by a writer in a Gales- 
hur? paper. "Nearly all of the early 
setlleis 
had thoir own flax patches. 


The 
llax 
was sown as other small 


grain and when it was ripe enough to 
pull the neighbors joined together and 
pulled it and set it in rows as we do 
wheat and when it was dry they would 
thresh off the seed and then spread 
the flax on the ground to rot.' 


Governor 
Reynolds 
in his famous 


history toils us that these "flax pull- 
ings' 
like 
wheat 
harvest and corn 


huskings were made the occasion of 
general fiolic and merriment and were 
among the leading social functions of 
the olden times. 
The writer goes on 


to say. 


"After the flax was ready to work 


op, they had a flax-m oak by hand. 
There were five or six wooden knives 
fastened in a little solid framework, 
and for the upper part there were tvvo 
short blocks long enough to put five 
knives 
in. This piece was fastened 


at one to the lower frame, and the 
upper knives worked between the kni- 
ves below. Then there w is a round 
htick that went through each head- 
piece 
of the 
upper piece that they 


took hold of to work the break. 


"They would take a bunch of flax 


and put it under the upper and lower 
knives. You could do as much work 
as you wanted to in a shott time. The 
piece 
that 
was handled was rather 


heavy. It broke the wooden part into 
short pieces. And then they had what 
they called a scutching-bnard, where 
they knocked the broken pieces out of 
the flax after they were broken up in 
the brake. They had a boa/id set in 
something solid, and made thin at the 
top, 
and then a thin-edged knife made 


of hard wood. Then they would take 
the 
bunch 
of flax, which they had 


bioken in the brake, and lay it over 
the end of the board, and then use the 
wooden 
knife 
as you would do to 


knock 
the 
blades off cane. After it 


had been scutched a while, they would 
take the bi.xke 
again 
until 
they 


got out all of the biggest of the shlvs, 
and then they would have to comb it 
with a hetchel, a kind of comb that 
none of the people of these days have 
ever seen. It was 
a piece of hard 


wood 
about 
two) inches thick, ten 


inches wide and two feet long. 


'Then they had steel teeth which 


they drove through the board from the 
under side. They would have to bore 
small holes to put the teeth in. The 
teeth 
-uere 
about seven inches long 


ind 
about 
as large as Rood-sized 


wire. They stood together in abunch, 
ten 
inches 
wide. I can't tell how- 


many teeth there were, but they stood 
close together and were veiy sharp 
and blight and looked like they would 
be veiy dangerous things to get onto. 
They 
would 
ring 
when they were 


combing the flax through them. 


"They had a box to put over the 


teeth when they were not using 
the 


hetchel, but they sometimes forgot to 
put it over them, and then some one 
would get onto them and get badly 
hurt. 


"What they rombcd out for spinning 


was called tow. The best that was 
cleaned was spun into cloth. All o 
the summer clothes were made of flax 
They used to make shirts for children 
out of low, and that was the only gar- 
ment they wore In the summer of th 
early days. 
After the flax was read 


to spin it was spun on a small wheel 
the spinner Bitting on a chair or stoo 
and running the wheel with a treadle"

nside, and fills up the opening or en- 
rance with a lump of escargot butter 
he size of a chestnut. 
Kscargot but- 


er, a highly seasoned pali -green com- 
pound, is made by churning cream, wa- 


cress and garlic together, and it 


s only used in the cooking of snails. 
Over this butter, then, a little Parme- 
san cheese is grated, and the snail, 
with eight of his fellows, is laid on the 
bed of salt in a porcelain dish. The 
dish is put in a hot oven for ten min- 
utes, nnd its contents arc served im- 
mediately thereafter in the platter in 
which they were cooked. 


Nine snails make a portion, which 


costs $1 or $1.25. 
They are served, 


as an entree, before the roast, and are 
eaten with the escargot fork, s. silver 
instrument, about ten inches long, that 
somewhat resembles a hoe in shape. 
The fork is held in the rii;ht hand and 
the hot shell in the left; the snail, curl- 
ed up within, is dug out with the hoe- 
like instrument, much as a nut is dug 
out with a nutpick. 


A roEisted snail is of u light bro/wn 


color, a little soft cylinder an inch 
long. 
It tastes, saturated as it is -with 


the appetizing escargot butter, rather 
like u roasted clam. It tastes, in fact, 
rather good. 


Snails have been for 
over

years a delicacy abroad, as much a 
delicacy as truffles or as pate de foie 
gras.

says the Roman nobles preferred them 
to the English oysters.

Dumonfs Theory of Severo's Fall. 
One of the hypotheses to account 


for 
the terrible accident to the un- 


happy Severo's dirigible "Pax" is con- 
cerned with this very delicate problem 
of valves. I have three valves, includ- 
ing the maneuver valve; the "Pax," as 
originally oostructed by M. Lacham- 
bre, 
had two. M. Severo, who was a 


theoretical, but certainly not a practi- 
cal aeronaut, actually stopped up one 
of these valves with wax before start- 
ing on his first and last voyage. In 
view of the decreasing pressure of the 
air as one goes higher, the ascent of a 
dirigible 
balloon 
should 
always be 


slow; gas will expand on tho rise of a 
few yards. It is quite different from 
a spherical balloon, In which there is 
no pressure. A dirigible, whose enve- 
lope is held as tight as a drumhead, 
depends entirely on these valves not 
to burst by reason of mere gas expan- 
sion. With one of its valves stopped 
with wax, the "Pax" was allowed to 
shoot up from the earth, and Immedi- 
ately 
its 
occupants seemed to have 


lost their heads. Instead of checking 
the rise 
of the balloon, one or the 


other of them throw out ballast. Just 
think of it! 
A handful of sand will 


send a great spherical balloon up per- 
ceptibly; Severo's mechanician, in his 
excitement, is said to have thrown 
out a whole bag. Up sjiot the airship 
higher and higher—antf the expansion, 
the explosion and the awful fall came 
as a consequence.—Santos Dumont, in 
September McClure'a.
